MONTHKAL (CP) - Thr

meni's attempt Tuevday to 
raise the veil of secrecy over 
a court ruling that convicted 
Alexander Peter Treu uf vio¬ 
lating the Official Secrets 
Ac-t, 

A three judge appeals 
panel unanimously rejected a 
federal motion to have the 
May 2tl ruling by Judge Luc 
Trudel made public. They 
cited objections by Treu him 
self. 

The Judges noted it *as 
aas paradoxical for Treu to 
argue against his own 
"sacred right" to publicity 
while the government was 
seemlnglv trving to protect 
It. 

But defence lawyer Michel 
Chabol argued forcefully that 
the ruling should not be pub¬ 
lished unless testimuny given 
during his client's secret trial 
was also released. 

Trudel's ruling focussed on 
evidence supporting the con¬ 
viction and would convey a 
distorted impression to the 
public unless the testimony 
referred to was also pub 
lish^. he said. The convic 
lion is being appealed. 

"People who read the judg¬ 
ment will say he U guilty, no 
dnubi about it." Chabot 


ROLES REVERSED, OTTAWA ASKED PUBLICITY 


said 'l am appealing The In¬ 
terest of Justice . should, 
above all. be to protect my 
cllem" 

Chabot accused Ottawa of 
playing politics in the case 
and uf trying to draw the 
courts into Us strategy uf 
cooling the controversy sur¬ 
rounding the trial. 

The Meral prosecutor had 


nriginally rrttuested that the 
Judgment be kept secret, 
along with all other trial pro¬ 
ceedings. on national secur 
liy grounds. 

The sudden change of mind 
came. Chabol said, because 
of fierce criticism of the Tru¬ 
deau government's handling 
of the case by Tory MP 


(ierald Baldwin and other up 
position members. 

"Public security is not a 
political notion. ' Chabot 
added. 

"They are asking you to 
play'Ihe game of political in¬ 
terests." he told the court 
"You are being asked to fall 
into trap of political game 
playing ' 


Karller. I.uuls-Philippe 
loindry. assistant deputy at- 
tornepgeneral. said the fed 
eral Justice department had 
concluded most parts of the 
ruling could be pubUshed 
after It had been studied by 
"our security experts." 

"The rule of publicity Is 
fundamental" and could onlv 


be broken "in exceptional 
cashs." he added. 

Trudel. who made the urigi 
nai decision to hold the trial 
entirely behind closed doors, 
withheld his Judgment from 
the public on the grounds that 
it contained references to 
testimony given in secret.

20 years 

PARIS (Reuter) — Two 
French businessmen were 
sentenced Tuesday to 20 
years In prison on charges of 
heading the "French Connec¬ 
tion" ring smuggling heroin 
from the French Riviera to 
New York 

L'rbain Giaume. 01 . and Jo¬ 
seph Patrisi, 01, both without 
previous convictions, were 
said to have masterminded 
Ihe smuggling uf a, total of 
one ton of pure heroin to Ihe 
t’.S between KMO and 1974. 

Fight other members of the 
ring were sentenced to prison 
terms of between six and li 
years. 

The court said Giaume and 
Patrisi. who held legitimate 
business interests in Mar¬ 
seilles and Nice, should re 
ceive the maximum 20-year 
sentences because they had 
been responsible for count 
less tragedies among drug 
addicts in the U.S. 

The so-called French Con 
nection la widespread drug 
smuggling between the Mid¬ 
dle East and U .S was 
smashed bv police between 
1971 and 1971

Vancouver stripped 
of fireboat protection 


VANCOtVKR (CP) — 
Ships in Vanc'ouver harbor 
were wiihout Vancouver fire- 
b«kat protection TueMiay after 
the city and the National 
Harbors Board failed to 
a^ree on a cost sharing ar- 
raniiement for the vessel. 

Mayor Jack Volrich said 
ships in port W(m't receive 
the protection of the city's 
fireboai. which costs $790,000 
a year to operate because the 
NHB failed to come to terms 
by July 1. 

The NHB said in a state¬ 
ment that since 19S5 it ties 
been paying grants to munici 
palities containing NHB 
property. It said this more 
than compensated for the 
gradual withdrawal between 
I960 and 1969 of the contribu¬ 
tion to the operating coats of 
the Vancouver fireteat. 


It added that it Is federal 
government policy that 
operating costs of fireboats 
are the responsibility of the 
muniiipanties. The only port 


in Canada where Ottawa con¬ 
tributes directly to these 
casts is Halifax, where the 
fireboat protects defence in 
stallations.

Canada-and Provincial and Western tickets, regular 
ticket buyers may soon find themselves having to 
make two trips.

He said If distributors con- 
tinued selling Ihe federal lot 
tery ttrkets. they-would bse- 
the right to handle tickets fur 
Ihe Western Canada and Pro 
vlncial draws.

Bucks beckon alternate-fuel industry 


TORONTO (CPl — The federal govern- 
rtiant will xpend 2399 million over the next 
five yean to encourage development of 
energy from Ihe xun. garbage and forextx. 
Finergy Minister Alastair Gillespie said 
Tuesday. 

Gillespie told a news conference Ihe guv 
ernmeqt wl|l biu' more Canadian solar¬ 
heating equipment aod offer special Incen¬ 
tives to the forest Industry to turn Its 
waste products Into energy 

"We have designat! a federal purchase 
program which will create a market for Ca¬ 
nadian (solar) companies which will help 
bear the risks uf tecnnulogical Innovation 
and khick will contain strong Incentives to 
cost etfiHlIvenes, " 


Manufacturers will be encouraged 
through government purchase of sular-heai 
ing systems, he said. This program will 
begin gradually, increasing w abdut fiO 
mllliun in annual capital purchases by 1984. 

Gillespie also said the government's ob¬ 
jective Is to double, to seven per rent. ^ 
contribution of wood and urban wastes tojlhe 
national primary energy budget by 1986. 

Most at Ihe increase wuulid come from 
waste wood it mill sites at harvest time, he 
said. 

The over-all energy program, he said, 
should result in a new Canadian Industry 
with additional Jobs 

Prices will be set at home rather than 
abroad and there Could be good opportuni¬ 


ties for selling the product in expert mar 
keCs " 

Gillespie said Ihe government's objective 
is to create an unsubsidized Canadian solar 
industry, "and it must be done within the 
next five years or we've loot our chance" 
"We see no reason why equipment for 
solar heating caa't be designed and manu-. 
factured In Canada by Canadian firms." he 
said. "We see no reesoe why an ii^ustry 
w hose 1999 sales are expected to be Imween 
9499 million and $890 mlllioa In Canada 
alone should nul be a domestic one ’ 

F'ederal government departments In- 
solved in building will be allowed to pay a 
substantial premium'" for solar systems in 
Ihe first year, a smaller premium In Ihe 


second year and so on until 1984 when there 
would be no subsidy, he said. 

"We estimate that about 13.000 man years 
of employment will be created ” 

GiliMpie said the government will pay 20 
per cent of the cost of equipment ne^ed 
to increase (he use of wastes and will initiate 
Joint programs with provinces to expand the 
use of forest of urban wastes In fuel produc 
lion 

He said 1143 million will be made avail 
able to the foreol industry between 1978 and 
1983 to encourage the use of wood wastes as 
a fuel source Instead of oil or gas.

Antonio Lamer who noted: 
"You. who have the sacred 
right to publicity, are plead¬ 
ing for secrecy while the pub¬ 
lic minister it pleading for 
publicity." 

Chabot replied. howeVer, 
that It would harm hit client's 
interests Ui publish the Judg¬ 
ment which only referr^ to 
"bits of testimony'' which 
tended to roavict 1^. 

Outside thn courtroom, 
Treu said: 

"I do not want to have tho 
judgment made public be¬ 
cause (it) in itself it mea» 
ingless without knowledge of 
the evidence: And the com¬ 
plete evidence It not con¬ 
tained In (he judgment. It 
would only create a very sub¬ 
jective impression." 

"I will never work for the 
present government again." 
Treu said. "Once we have a 
Progretsivo Conservative 
government, my knowledge 
and expertise will be avail¬ 
able again." 

Baldwin is now acting aa 
special counsel to Treu, but 
did not appear in court. 

When asked if be himself 
wasn't playing politics, Treu 
said: "I haven't got the gov¬ 
ernment on the run.” 

The prosecution “it doing 
me a great injustice and no 
one ran blame me for using 
every means at my command 
lo correct that injustice.” 

"I don't like fighting for the 
sake of fighting." he added 
"That's not my style ... I 
only know that 1 am the vic¬ 
tim of an injustice and no one 
can blame me for kicking 
back and fighting in every 
way I ran." 

Treu then hesitated and 
said: " 'Injustice' is a little 
harsh." He really meant "bu¬ 
reaucratic incompetence."

TORONTO (CP) - The 
International Federation 
of .Air Traffic Control As¬ 
sociations has asked Us sa 
member associations to 
deny air traffic control 
servlet to any aircraft 
carrying Uganda Presi¬ 
dent Idl Amin, a spokes¬ 
man for the Canadian Air 
Traffic (^Irol Associa¬ 
tion said Tuesday. 

Bill Kobertson. vlca- 
presutenl of the Canadian 
association, said In an in¬ 
terview that the Cana¬ 
dian attoclalion't board 
of directors passed a 
resolution last week to 
deny service to any air¬ 
craft carrying Amin in 
Canadian-controlled air 
space. 

Robertson said the In¬ 
ternational group was 
asked to support the reso¬ 
lution and that he re¬ 
ceived word Tuesday 
from the Geneva-based 
international organiza¬ 
tion that member asso¬ 
ciations would be asked 
lo take similar action 
against Amin. 

Although Amin had in¬ 
dicated his intention to 
visit the Commonwealth 
Game* in Edmonton this 
summer, Uganda since 
has withdrawn from tho 
Games. 

Robertson said the de 
nial of air traffic control 
services would apply only 
to aircraft carrying 
Amin. 

The action was taken 
on the second anniver¬ 
sary of the Israeli raid on 
Entebbe airport in Ugan 
da to rescue hijacked 
hostages. 

The Canadian assocla 
tion said In a aews re¬ 
lease that three Ugandan 
air traffic controllers at 
Entebbe “were mur¬ 
dered. apparently for it 
suing a landing clearance 
te Israeli aircraft which 
gave false identifies 
tio*."

U.S. unveils hidden welcome 
ioiL Canadians and Mexicans 


WASHINGTON,(CP)— 
Brightly-colored signs wel¬ 
coming Canadiin and Mexi¬ 
can visitors to the U.S. were 
officially dedicated Tuesday 
without -any mention of the 
internal wrangle wrhich kept 
them hidden away for more 
ihan three years. 

The signs, featuring seven 
designs by popular artist 
Peter Max. are posted at Ito 
border crossing points and 
w elcome Canadian visitors in 
Knglish and French while 
Mexicans are greeted in Eng¬ 
lish and Spanish. 

Some 200 copies of the de¬ 
signs. measuring four feel by 
six feel, were purchased in 
1974 for $300,000 as part of a 
General Services Adminis¬ 
tration program to enhance 
I'.S. goveimiient bolUhiBS. 
But when U.S. Ctstoms off!- 
cialx saw them, they refused 
Input them up.' 

The problem was that Cus¬ 
toms telieved the signs were 
loo psychedelic, that Max's 
work was too closely linked in 
many people's minds with the 
drug subculture of the 1900s. 
a GSA official explained 
“I guess Customs was con¬ 
cern^ that they did not pres¬ 
ent the right image for an 
agency trying to stop the 
drug traffic.” he said. 

As a result, the signs were 
stored away in a California 
warehouse while the govern¬ 
ment tried to decide what to 
do with them. 

i. With the change ip the ly.S. 
administration in 1970 came a 
change in attitude, the offi¬ 
cial said. The signs were un¬ 
earthed last year and sent 
around for display at various 
government offices while the 
(iSA again tried to persuade 
Customs to accept them.

France-Laos

BANGKOK. Thailand (AP) 
— France has reduced its dip 
lomatic and cultural pres¬ 
ence in Communist Laos, 
leaving only a token delega¬ 
tion at the embassy In the 
capital of Vientiene. embassy 
officials said. The exodus foi 
lows the expulsion from Laos 
last week of a French coun¬ 
sellor and the cultural at¬ 
tache. The French say the 
expulsion of the two repre¬ 
sentatives was in retallption 
for the French policy of 
granting asylum to laotian 
pilitical refugees

Prison boss kills 
Soviet minister, 
then shoots self, 


MOSCOW (AP)—A dis 
gruntled prison official as¬ 
sassinated the interior minis¬ 
ter of the Soviet' Republic of 
Arerbaidzhan and two of the 
minister’s aides, then shot 
and killed himself, official 
sources said Tuesday. 

An Azerbaidzhan interior 
ministry spokesman eon 
firmed that the S2-year-old 
minister, U.-Gen. Arif Nazar^ 
Geidarov, and two subordi¬ 
nates died in the shooting at¬ 
tack June 29 at (Jeidarov's 
office in Baku, capital of the 
Caucasus mountain republic. 

Word of the slayings did not 
reach Western correspon 
dents in Moscow omH Tues¬ 
day, when foreign travellers . 
returned to the Soviet capital 
from Baku. The government- 
controlled Soviet press gen¬ 
erally shuns publicizing 
major crimes and disasters. 

Azerbaidzhan’s main offi¬ 
cial newspaper. BaJfinsk.v 
Rabochy, carried a praise¬ 
laden obituary of Oidarov 
but reported only that he had 
"died tragically while carry 
ing out his duties.” 

As.sassinations and known 
assassination attempts 
against ranking Soviet gov¬ 
ernment and Communist 
party officials have been rare 
in the last several decades 

In early 1999. a young So¬ 
viet army lieutenant Hr^ a 
series of pistol shots at a mo¬ 
torcade carrying Soviet lead¬ 
er Leonid Brezhnev. The 
shots struck a policeman and 


a chauffeur, and a Sosiet cos¬ 
monaut also in the njotorcade 
was hit’by flying gl^s. but 
Brezhnev e.scaped injury. 

A spokesman for Azer 
baidzhan's first deputy in¬ 
terior minister. Vasily Vyso- 
chenko. reached by telephone 
from Moscow, said (jeidarov 
and the two other men were 
attacked by a young gunman 
who then turned his weapon 
on himself and committed 
suicide. 

The spokesman said the as 
sallant had been bom in 1949 
He was identified only by his 
last name, Muratov. 

The spokesman said Mura 
tov was chief of the adminis¬ 
trative section of a prison in 
the Azerbaidzhani town of 
.Shusha. in the southern part 
of the republic about 65 kilo¬ 
metres north of the Soviet- 
Iranian border. 

The aides killed in the inci¬ 
dent were identified as Depu¬ 
ty Interior Minister Saladin 
Kyazimov, who was holder of 
the Soviet Union's highest 
military award, and U.-Col 
Aziz Safikhanov. 

In Azerbaidzhan. as else¬ 
where in the Soviet Union, 
prisons and the regular police 
are under the jurisdiction of 
the interior ministry. 

Western observers in Mos¬ 
cow speculated that Muratov 
might have had a score to set¬ 
tle with Geidarov in connec¬ 
tion with the minister’s su¬ 
pervision of the prison 
system

"I 
have an enormous amount of 
willingness to be sort of a 
visual ambassador tor this 
country. And I feel I was able 
to actualize my dream." 

Max said that because his 
work came to prominence 
during the 1960s. he became 
“lagged logelher" with the 
psychedelic movement. 

"Actually. I was a .vagi all 
along. I wasn’t really Into 
that."

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A rare chance 
up the river 

A GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY exists — no* — for 
the provincial government to secure some truly 
outstanding parkland alongside the upper Sooke 
River. But chances like this dont last forever 
and the government's failure so far to show some 
Initiative could cost the people of the Capital 
district a real treasure. 

The land, a narrow strip of about 1SS acres 
upstream from a small and crowded provincial 
park, offers access to a handsome series of 
waterfalls and swimming pools along two miles 
of riverfront. It Is owned by retired accountant 
John Barnes. He is quite willing, indeed anxious, 
to see the property tamed into parkland even¬ 
tually. But he alM wants to live out his life 
with some privacy in this Idyllic spot, without 
feeling his presence there is at the sufferance of 
the government. 

What he would like Is an agreement which 
would see him retain some sort of title to about 20 
acres for his lifetime. The province could ac¬ 
quire the rest Of the land now and all of it 
eventually. There have been sporadic talks with 
the government In the past — but as yet no deal. 

It Is true that such an agreement would be a 
little out of the ordinary. But It surely is not 
beyond the capacity of an alert government. 
Considering the quality of the land at stake, what 
is really standing in the way of a settlement? 

And despite Mr. Barnes’ present public- 
minded outlook, the land Is at stake. There 
appears to be nothing preventing him from 
subdividing this property into lO-acre lots right 
now and selling them off for more, probably a lot 
more, than he is ready to accept from the 
province. If be gets sufficiently fed up with a 
hidebound bureaucracy or indifferent politi¬ 
cians. who is to say he won’t do just that? 
Who would blame him? 

On the matter of money, the simple truth is 
that the Capital regional government does not 
have funds to buy this land. With its far greater 
resources, the provincial government could. 
Special opportunities like this warrant that kind 
of initiative. 


Skin game. 

IS IT STILL the contest that football fans go to 
see? Consider the new cheerleader and yoil 
could debate the point. 

The pigskin season is ail but here — and of 
course cheerleaders are as much a pah of the 
tradition as the long bomb or the blitz. If you 
. remember the racoon coat, you will also recall 
that in throwing themselves about and shouting 
until hoarse, the cheerleaders’ purpose once was 
to stir the crowd in support of the home team. 

But look at them now! Those “uniforms”, if 
you could call them that, are an open invitation 
— to pneumonia, if nothing else. 

Nobody is saying so, but is It all a subtle 
form of espionage, intended to distract players 
on the other team? Is It meant to distract the 
fans when the game turns out to be a dud? 

Or is the day coming when the opposing 
team brings along its own chorus line of leggy 
ladies—and the real contest will be to see which 
group of girls can dodge past the censors and 
score the most applause? Maybe the day Is 
coming when the half-time show will be football. 


Coast to coast 

WILL ROBIN (Red) MORRIS show up as a hero 
in Canada’s history books a hundred years from 
now? Is that a name you recognize even today? 

Probably not. But surely Morris deserves a 
passing word of commendation for a significant 
feat of initiative, endurance — and maybe even 
luck. 

What he did last weekend is pilot a little 
airplane in non-stop flight from Vancouver to 
Halifax, which in general terms can be said to be 
from one end of the country to the other. 

It was a flight of about 2,76S miles, undertak¬ 
en to mark Canada’s 111th birthday. It took 22 
hours. 44 minutes and 57 seconds. Some of us 
have never even stayed awake that long. 

There arc some other features of this ac- 
conplishment worth noting. Morris, a veteran 
pilot from Toronto, is 48 years old. We’d be the 
very last to suggest that’s old — but it’s not 
young either. And his aircraft, something called 
a Tri-Z CHS08, was built at home from a kh.

The Education, Science and Culture 
Dtviaion of Statistics Canada found that 
as long ago u the first nine months of 
1174 only 57.5 per coot Of receul gradu¬ 
ates with bachelors degrees who en 
lered the labor force trere able to gel 
Jobs which required the bolding of de 
grees. In 1175. about 51.400 of the 44.000 
community college graduates in Clan- 
ada found jobs relaled to their college 
training,, and only slighliy more than 
half the graduates with master's de¬ 


grees found work requiring the level of 
educatioa they had achieved. 

Many eoll^ and university gradu 
alee have difficulty findiag work ef any 
kind The Ontario Ministry of College' 
and Universilies has estimated that Il.l 
per cent of 1077 community college 
graduates, and 24J per cent of 1177 
university graduaies In the province 
were unemployed six months afler their 
graduations 

The reasons for the surplus of college 
graduates are not dlfflcull to uncover.

Not a great deal is being 
broadcast, but every- Tues¬ 
day and 'Hiursday afternoon 
there is live transmission of 
the Prime Minister's Ques¬ 
tion Time This twice-weekly 
opportunity for members of 
Parliament to interrogate the 
prime minister on any sub¬ 
ject they like has traditional¬ 
ly been quoted as one of the 
great and distinguishing 
merits of the Britiu parlia 
mentary system. 

Listeners have not shown 
themselves particularly 
grateful for being allowed to 
overhear h. Th^r first re¬ 
sponse was Irritation because 
the afternoon broadcasts 



from Parliament displaced a 
popular drama program, 
which has been moved on to a 
less easily obtainable chan¬ 
nel. 

A secondary and more 
widespread reaction is ap¬ 
parent, now that most people 
have hMrd what ParlMment 
sounds like. They don’t ap¬ 
prove of what they hear.

“Nothing in the whole of 
Ifflhan experience.” wrote 
the Political Editor of The 
.Sunday Tfmes, “has quite 
prepaid anyone for his first 
contact with the House of 
Commons via the airwaves.

“It is a fact, and we should 
not overlook it. that the great 
majority of listeners have 
been appalled at the noise- 
bellowing, the abuse, the 
baying, the hee-hawing and 
the rest." 


The only surpnsing thing is 
that the politician* should be 
surprised. Contrary to 4 beir 
fears, the presence of the mi- 
cropimoes has not changed 
their habit* at all, merely 
made the public aware of 
them. 

Admittedly, Question Time 
Is. to some extent, untypical, 
most debates are soporific 
rather than rowdy.' But the 
Mother of Parliaments wax 
simply not supposed to be¬ 
have this way.

Canada Is creatlag for Itself an edu¬ 
cated proletariat, cooslstlng of a sub¬ 
class of young people who bav* raeelved 
post-secondary education but ar* un 
able to rind Jobs for which they ar* 
theoretically qualified. These peopi* 
art a source of social disaffection and 
even genuine political InstabUty. An en- 
lightmed national policy of creating the 
secondary Industries needed in the 
coming decades, and reducing foreign 
corporate control, will Increase the real 
need for engineers, setentiatt and man 
agerlal trainees. 

But even under Meal economic con¬ 
ditions, a much lower percentage of 
Canada’s young people will require 
post-secondary education than I* re¬ 
ceiving it. 

The governments of Canada must 
show the courage lo require of the na 
lion's college* a^ unlversiUe* that they 
reduce enrolments in many course* lo 
level* bearing a reasonable relationship 
to the state of the Canadian labor mar¬ 
ket.

OTTAWA — Conservative 
Leader Joe Clark is keeping 
his head down. 

Nobody has to tell him that 
he's the target the Liberals 
have to bull's-eye lo win re- 
election. 

So he's giving them as little 
lo shoot at as possible. 

Others along the Conserva¬ 
tive benches — front, middle 
and back — are taking the 
lead-off in the House of Com 
mons Daily Question Period. 

Joe let* the troops test the 
floor pi the Commons each 
day for political land mines 
that could be exploded by 
some ill-co ns ider e d Conser¬ 
vative question. 

When th* ground has been 
tested and found reasonably 
safe, the leader will foilow op 
the troop* with a question or 
two carefully worded to 
probe for any weak spots they 
have found in Liberal de¬ 
fences and exploit openings. 

So far, while It doesn't ex¬ 
actly make for bold and fiery 
leadership, it hat been work- . 
mg. 

And it bothers the poll-wor 
lied Liberals. 

They know from those polls 
that they’ve been hurting 
from an anti-Trudeau back¬ 
lash in Ontario especially, 
and for that matter in most of 
the rest of the country, too, 
excepting (Quebec and per¬ 
haps parts of the Maritimes. 

At the tame time, Pierre 
Trudeau, a strongman who 
looks like a strongman, talks 
like a strongman and some 
timet acta like a strongman, 
tiill remains their trump 
card In the re-election game 

Trudeau sounds Bke a lead 
er. 

And although many of the 
very things he sa» and does 
now — as he has been saying 
and doing through lO years of 
power — account for the 
damaging backlash, that 
charismatic quality of lead¬ 
ership it what to obviously 
sets him apart from Joe 
CUrfc. 

Clark and the Conserva¬ 
tives, quite aware of this, 
have been at pains to avoid 
direct comparisons. 

So Clark is careful, seldom 
colorful. 

His leadership has a quiet 
quality. 

Lacking any real power, 
he’s reaiittic enough lo avoid 
going head-to-head with Tru¬ 
deau if he isn't reasonahly 
sure he'll come out of H look¬ 
ing good. or at least even. 

Clark does no posing. 

He Is what he is — a young 
challenger measuring the 



champion while keeping well 
out of reach. 

If be says little. Trudeau 
can’t shoot him down for 
something he didn't say. 

If he offer* only broad g .-n.. 
eralities in presenting poli¬ 
cies of the alternative gov¬ 
ernment he hopes to head — 
being careful lo avoid specif¬ 
ics — he deprives Trudeau of 
a urgel. 

Through their long reign of 
power — broken in more than 
40 year* only by John Dlefen- 
baker's short term as prime 
minister — the Liberals’ 
election playbook routinely 


Insirncls the team to for¬ 
get the party's onm parlia¬ 
mentary record and go for 
the Opposition Leader. 

No government can stand 
on it* record for th* very 
practical reason that the 
voters lend to forget the cred¬ 
its but usually remember the 
debits. 

So 10 ask the electors to 
look bark Is to invite defeat. 

"Getting" th* Opposition 
Leader Is fair game, and 
election after election has 
shown how deadly Liberal 
marksmanship can be. 

But nrilh Joe (Hark — keep- 

*lng-hl» head down and hes-- 

mouth shut — what's lo shout 
at?

The city of Victoria Is determined to crack 
down on persuns parking moving vans, 
trucks and other commercial vehicles on 
city streets In residential areas 
To put an end to ''this groes discourtesy " 
to neighbors, city council's traffic commit 
tee recommended Tuesday that commercial 
vehicles over one Ion be prohibited from 
parking on city streets fn residential areas 
between I p.m. and 7 a.m. ' 

Committee chairman Aid. William 
McElroy originally suggested that such ve¬ 
hicles shouldn't be allowed to park on city 
streets at all unless "parked in conjunction 
with performing a service for a resident." 


Bui some of his colleagues said they 
wouldn't support such a blanket parking 
ban. Mayor Michael Young said an over 
night parking ban would achieve the same 
results. 

•He said parking commercial vehicles such 
/X moving vans, big trucks, tree mulchers 
and other industrial equipment, was a gross 
discourtesy to the nei^bors. 

"My office has received a lot of com 
plaints about this practice,” he said.

rHK T640 borders prr.sent a striking

No two countries in Africa arr at such 
ideological and political rxirrmrs and 
set so dependent on each other be 
cause of rcswiomic necessity.

Mozambican President Samora Ma 
chel. who puMicly attacks .South Africa 
with as much vigor as any leader in

“MO/AMBIQIP- became a pulilical 
entity upon Independence In June. lt7S. 
but we are still not an economic entity 
South Africa needs us as much as we 
need It.

The economic kinship has Us roots in 
Ihr colonial era when Mozambique, a 
Portuguese colony, was developed In 
large pact aa a service .sector for the 
South African ecunuHt About all that 
has I'hanged since Mozambiqur's indr 
pendencr is that South African tourists 
no longer flock to the Mozambican 
beaches and hotels, once one of their 
favorite playgrounds. 

Mozambique gets 13 per cent of Us 
Imports from South Africa — one of only 
It nations in thr world to be self- 
sufficient in food, in fact to export It 
Mozambique cashews and seafood and 
sugar arr readily available in South 
Africa. Six Jet flights a week connect 
Maputo and Johannesburg, and Maputo 
is one of only five capitals in black Africa 
where .South African Airways Is allowed 
to land 

AB4H T A dozen South African techni 
cal experts oversee the operation of 
Mozambique's railroads and ports, both 
of which are among the most efficient in 
Africa. After a slump at the time of inde 
pendencr. the quantity of .South African 
goods passing through Maputo appears 
to be climbing back toward its prr-lt7} 
level of 4.4 million tons a .vear. 

To ease congestion in its own ports. 
South Africa encourages Us shippers to 
use Mozambican ports. While much of 
Mozambique's critically needed foreign 
exchange comes from South African 
transit fees and duties. South Africa In 
turn reteives important electricity sup¬ 
plies for the Transvaal from the Mozam 
bican dam at Cabora Bassa. 

Power from the generators at thr dam. 
thr largest in Africa, started flowing 
over the l.6M-mile transmission lines to 
South Africa last .vear. The $1 billion 
project was built by a French. Italian 
and West German consortium Origi 
nally it was opposed by Frrilmo gurrril 
las fighting for Mozambique’s Indepen 
drncr on grounds Uiat it was designed to 
open new farming land for more while 
watttHrx'hccc.. _;rr:_. 


SUITH AFRICA pays 323 miUMn a 
year to Mozambique for Ihr eloclrlciiy 
it will be a lung time, however, before 
Mozambique sees any profit. All the 
earnings now go to the banks and com 
panics that financed Ihr proiect. 

The'economic dependency between 
the countries also Is apparent in a stately 
old building on Maputo's Julius Nyerere 
Steel that houses the South Afrkair 
agency known as W’enela. formed to 
recruit miners. More than 36.6Bi Me 
zambicans work in the South African 
mines and every Tuesday a special train 
carries new recruits from Maputo to 
South Africa 

Under a 1626 agreement. South Africa 
paid the miners’ salaries directly to 
Mozambique In gold reserves at the 
price of 342 an ounce. Tbe gold was then 
sold by Mozambique at the prevailing 
market prices, which was often more 
than 3200 an ounce • 

THIS GOLD subsidy netted Mozambi 
que up to 3100 mlllioa a year, its largest 
sources of foreign exchange. Last April, 
however. Sdulh Africa began rrmining 
the gold at the prevailing market prices 
To soften the blow, some rep^s in 
Maputo suggest. South Africa has 
agreed to double its rail and port ship¬ 
ments over the next seven years 

Mozambique said nothing publicly 
about the loss of Its gold w Indfall. On the 
surface, neither country appears will¬ 
ing to do anything that will Jeopardize its 
relations with the other. Both have 
agreed privately to simply put off their 
day of ideological reckoning.

The point of building a 
dome house, baaed on a ae- 
lies of triangles rather Ihno 
rectangles, la to give more 
strength, without the expense 
of load-bearing or support 
walls. It Is, praponenla say, 
mAfs egcTgy efficient be¬ 
cause the air travels In a 
circular pattern, as In natpre. 
There are no angular coves 
that provide gathering places 
for heal. 

Gene Hopster, who teaches 
at a San Diego, Calif., Junior 
high school, became fascin¬ 
ated with the Idea of the dome 
nearly M years ago. 

“I went to Buckminster 
Fuller at the University of 
Minnesuia because 1 saw Its 
future as a way to build tow- 
cost bousing.” Hopster said 
In an interview. 

One of the problems he 
confronted was the sophisli- 
ration of many precise angles 
that had to fit together per¬ 
fectly. 

Hopster, a serious student 
of mathematics, began ex¬ 
perimenting and came up 
with a design using identical 
triangles, which would make 
mass-production possible 

He applied for a patent on 
the idea and opened an office 
under the name Hexadome. 

. Wtut-Hexadome offers is a 
kit containing four groups of 
six triangles each made of 



DOME HOME provides plenty of living 
space with no load-bearing or support 
walls to get in the way.

'‘shell" can be erected in a 
day or two on a concrete slab. 
Hopster says, and the rest is 
up to the bu.ver. 

"The hexadome can be mo¬ 
dified by building traditional 
structures onto it, or several 
domes ran be glued togeth¬ 
er," Hopster says. 

"Glued" Is the proper 
word. 

The triangular pieces are 
both bolted and glued. No 
problems have been found 
with leakage, and Hopster 
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says they have survived tor¬ 
nadoes in Texas and domes 
have been dropped by a crane 
five feel onto the ground with 
no structural damage 

Hopster says the slightest 
publicity results in a rash of 
calls and inquiries. 

Which brings us to a family 
who bought a dome kit, added 
a traditional structure and 
ended up with an extremely 
attractive house. 

The wife and mother of the 
' family asked that their name 
not be used, because "even 
while we were building it. 
people who saw it bombarded 
us with questions and calls. 

“Afier moving In. we an 
swered the door lo find 


strangers asking In lake a, 
lour. It's hard to keep a low 
profile In a hou.se like this, 
but we're trying.”

Striking change in men’s fashions 

Stylish winds hit boring closets 


with th« cookout seisM of- 
riclilly open, tt'i time to In- 
vml In $ktmers If you don't 
already hava them. Alae 
known ai "brochettea,” ' 
akewen can be long or abort, 
plain or fancy, metal or 
wood, but they all serve the 
same function: to hold Wte- 
slie bits of food together 
while they broil or barbecue. 

Since brotllng (and barbe 
cuing) la the teanest, least 
fattening way to cook, any¬ 
thing that makesTf easier or 
more interesting is worth 
having. 

Any comblhatlon of meat, 
poultry, seafood, vegetables 
and fruit can be threaded on 
skewers ... if the meal, 
poultry or seafood it suitable 
for broiling to begin with. 
Meat not tender enough for 
quick-broiling should first be 
marinated in a tenderizing 
mixture of add liquids (to¬ 
mato or fruit ]ulce, or diluted 
vinegar.) What you combine 
on skewers Is limited only by 
' your Imagination and what's 
available, but do select and 
slice foods in a manner that 
permits them all to cook in 
the same amount of time. If 
quick-cooking vegetables or 
fruits are added, be sure that 
the meat or poultry is cut 
small enough to cook rapidly. 
If potatoes are added, parboil 
them first. A use the al¬ 
ready-cooked canned vari- 
■ety. 

Here are some slim combi¬ 
nations to try:

I pound large raw shrimp, 
shelled and deveined.

With di« cookoul wiMHi of¬ 
ficially open.

Alee 
known ai “brochettei,” 
skewers ran be long or short, 
plain or fancy, metal or 
wood, but they all serve the 
same function: to hold bite- 
kite bits of food together 
while they broil or barbecue 

Since broiling (and barbe 
cuing) is the leianest, least 
fattening way to cook, any¬ 
thing that makes it easier or 
more Interesting is worth 
having. 

Any combination of meal, 
poultry, seafood, vegetables 
end fruit can be threaded on 
skewers ... if the meat. 
poultryiCr seafood Is suitable 
for broiling to begin with. 
Meat not tender enough for 
quick-brolling should first be 
marinated in a lenderising 
mixture of acid liquids (to¬ 
mato or fruit Juice, or diluted 
vinegar.) What you combine 
on skewers is limited only by 
your imagination and what's 
available, but do select and 
slice foods In a manner that 
permits them all to cook in 
the same amount of time. If 
quick-cooking vegetables or 
fruits are added, be sure that 
the meat or poultry is rut 
small enough to cook rapidly. 
If potatoes are added, parboil 
them first, or use the al¬ 
ready-cooked canned vari¬ 
ety.

Indicallaas aro much of that support 
was an expresslan of diseiichantment with 
Charbonwe au . who headed the CEQ since 
inn and was respoiuible lor Its Marxist 
and anti-govemmenl Image. 

Gaulln Insisted he had no quarrel with 
the CFAf's socialist and natlonallsl brienta- 
tion, but promised to soften the sabre-rat- 
illng rhetoric the CEQ became known for 
under Charbonnean, a^ encourage greater 
grass-rool* participation la federatioa af 
fairs. 

“We have to change the impression that 
people have.. .that the CKQ is Charbon 
neau.” says Gaulln. a former memter of Ihe 


New Democratic Party who describes him¬ 
self at p suciaHst and a supporter of Quebec 
independence. 

But he emphasises that be won't let 
any of hi* beliefs get la Ihe way of the 
union's priorities, partkularly coocoming 
next year's contract talks. 

Observm say the PQ militants who 
flocfcod to Gaulln woro disenchanted with 
the batUes Charbonnoau had been waging 
with tlw current government. With the refer¬ 
endum Just over the horizon, they wanted to 
reduce the risk of a major ct^rontallon 
over neg^tiuav. 

“Although Gaulln la really Ihe same 
person politically as Charbonnean, he It 
percelv^ by many to be more moderate." 
said Ooiuld Peacock, president of the Pro 
vinclal Association of Protestant Teachers 

“At a result. I'm sure the Parti Quebe 
colt cabinet Is delighted with the result for 
all Ihe wrong reasons. They think Winston 
ChurchlD is out and Neville Chamberlain 
is in, but they're going to get a shock, 
because Gaulln Is his owa man." 

Gaulln, who managed province-wide 
contract talks In Ifn and a'pin In IITS-Tg, 
was the CEQ member of the common front 
of labor miians that brought together the 
province's teachers and thousands of non- 
professional hospital workers for negotia¬ 
tion purposes. 

The common front talks produced two 
major ceafrontatloas with the government 
of Robert Boursssa. Many analysts credit 
the last one with weakening the Liberals 
just before the 1(76 eleclioo. 

The teachers, Gaulln said, had a long 
list of items to fight for, including Job secur¬ 
ity, teacher wo^load. Job classifications, 
parental rights and wage Increases to pro¬ 
tect their purchasing power.

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nasturtium, philodendron and phlox are 
all perfectly good Latin names, and If 
they have any English eqnIvalenU. i 
don't know them. 

Another problem In the use of com¬ 
mon names Is thdr mulllpilclly — some 
plants have as many as half a doien 
English nicknames, as well as all their 
foreign common names. 

For instance. Tlicentra spectabills 
refers to the same plant In all parts of 
the world: you may call It Bleeding 
Heart, while a family in the next block 
may know the plant, as Puichman's 
Breeches and still otheiw as Lady's Ear¬ 
drops. Hereabouts, we have gotten Into 
the habit of referring to Lunarla biennis 
as Honesty; in the U.S. it may be called 
Money Flower, Silver Dollar Plant or 
Moneywort, while in many parts of Eu¬ 
rope It is known as St. Pater's Pence. 

The great value of the Latin name is 
Its precision — H pinpoints a specific 
plant exactly, no other plant in the 
whole world can use tha't name, and It 
means the same thing In every country 
and In every language. Moreover, since 
Latin it a dead language. Its meaning 
never changes, while modem languages 
are In a constant state of flux. 

My Job is to be understood — to make 


myself clear — so whila common names 
will bt used In ihit column In preference 
to Latin whenever no confusion exists, I 
wdH continue to add the Latin name to 
clarify all ambiguous situations. 

Latin names can be used to confute 
Instead of to clarify. There la the case, 
for instance, of a British manufacturer 
who was seeking permission from the 
Hampshire's planning authorities to 
build a new factory in the outskirts of 
Winchester. He sumnilled a complete 
set of plans and bluepiinu. but the> 
were returned with an official letter 
demanding details of the greener} to be 
planted In the landscaping of the factors 
grountls. 

After scratching his head and run 
suiting with tome botaoically-minded 
members of his staff, the manufacturer 
submitted hit list.

As much at I have enjoyed 
watching old movies and 
serials on television while re¬ 
cuperating in recent weeks, I 
have noticed that when you 
are watching one for the third 
or fourth time Its flaws begin 
to show up.

some murder or string of 
murders which even the 
dumbest cop would know he 
couldn't have committed. 

Anyone who has ever at¬ 
tend^ a real murder trial 
knows Ihst Invariably In ■ 
these stories the “evidence" 
which our hero Imagines will 
send him straight to the gas 
chamber, electric chair, 
scaffold or guillotine, de¬ 
pending on Which civilized 


slate hr is a member of. 
would never get past the de¬ 
fence attorney's first objec¬ 
tion in a real courtroom. The 
reason Perry Mason never 
loses la not that he's a good 
lawryer but that his bullhnd- 
ed opponent Invariably goes 
to trial with evidence that ia 
either insufficient, inadmiss- 
able er Incredible, If not ail 
three, 

I have now seen Dial M 
for Murder at .least four 
times. It Is exactly the 'taut, 
terse, taciturn kii^ of mur¬ 
der mystery that 1 like; one 
that depends on raliocinallon 
for its solution, not violence 
But It wa.sn't until the other 
day. when it turned up again 
on daj'timr TV, that 1 rea¬ 
lised how grossly implausible 
a story it is. 

The scene is the London flat 
of a sophisticated married 
couple played by Ray Milland 
aodJCirace Kelly, Lew hardly, 
imagine a more desirable ar¬ 
rangement than being cooped 
up In a London flat srith Miss 
kMly in her prime. or.gven.

To 
do the job he hires an old 
classmate who has fullfilied 
his early promise becoming a 
thoroughgoing scoundrel. 
Milland lends him his own 
key to the flat, with w hich he 
is to let himself in one night 
when Miss Kelly Is al home 
alone. After doing his work, 
the assassin is to leave the 
key under the carpet on (he 
stairway in the (oyer. 


—As it turns not. Miss Kelly 
manages to kill the intruder 
with her scissors. The police 
then stupidly deduce that 
Miss Kelly murdered the 
man because he was trying to 
blackmail her over some old 
love letters. She la tried, con¬ 
victed and sentenced to hang, 
and It is not until the very day 
set for her execution that a 
persevering detective proves 
her Innocence. 

Now it is hard enough to 
believe that Scotland Yard 
would have been so easHy 
duped In the first place, and 
that the venerable British 
legal system would have 
found Miss Kelly guilty on 
such hollodr evidence, that 
the court would have imposed 
the death penalty on a beauti¬ 
ful and otherwise virtuous 
young housewife merely for 
eradicating a notorious 
knave to save her reputation 
—ind hermarriagerand finally 
that even as mean a chap as 
Milland could have let Miss 
Kelly hang in his place 

But beyond all that — even 
if we were to acoopt each of 
those improbabilities, as 1 ai- 
ways had before — how could 
anyone believe in the story's 
basic assumption that in 
modem London a gentleman 
and a Scotland Yard detec¬ 
tive would be In the habit of 
carrying their personal latch 
keys lo^ In their pockets, 
unattached to case or ring, 
and that the gentleman's wife 
would carry hers loose in her 
purse? Simpiy ridiculous

It is conceivable that even s 
gentleman about London, 
who goes to the opera and 
frequents an exclusive club, 
would carry no other key but 
the latch key to bis own flat, 
and carry that loose in his 
topcoat pocket; though it goes 
against common sense, one 
might even concede that a 
Scotland Yard detective 
would have so little use for 
keys, and be so careless w ith 
them; but the idea that a 
modem urban woman would 
have but one key. and carr.'

THE RATES are provided 
for In a new an. Bill C l. the 
Pishing and Recreation Har¬ 
bors Act, which replaces the 
old Harbors and Piers Act, 
and which wai expected to be 
proclaimed this month. The 
new legislatioa also provides 
for greater power for wharf 
managers and fines of up to 
t2S.aN and alx months jail 
terms are provided for any 
one obstructing the man¬ 
ager's directions. 

RATES FOR commercial 
vessels will remain un¬ 
changed for the first year of 
the new act, according to of- 
flcials, but plans to change 
the fees may come later. 
L'nder the new leglstalton the 
rales will rise from 40 cents 
per fool per month to tt per 
foot month, to bring them up 
to the level prevailing south 
of S0|h parallel. 

ACCORDING te Keith 
Hudson, chairman of the 
Comox-Strathcona Regional 
DisRict wharf committee, 
the new rates have been set 
high In order to remove com¬ 
petition with and encourage 
private operators to expand 
their facilities. Pre-payment 
would reduce the rate to fW 
rents, be said. The new act 
will make It easier for a* 
wharf manager to seize, re¬ 
move and resell vessels for 
lark of fee payment. He will 
not have to refer such action 
In the sheriff as in the past. 

I'NDGR THE new regula- 
lions live-aboards are not al¬ 
lowed to remain in harbor in 
excess of seven days a month 
without permission of the 
mouger. 


Tornado rips town, 
three dead, 50 hurt 


ELGIN, N'.D, (UPI) - A 
tornado ripped through Elgin 
late Tuesday, killing three 
people. Injuring as many as 
SO others, rutting electricity 
and causing extanaive dam 
age. 

"Wherever the tornado 
u>uched down, it pretty well 
wiped out everything." said 
Hay Klalger of the North Da 
kola emergency services In 
Bismarck. 

At least 10 of the injured 
were reported In critical con 
dilkin. Elgin, a town of tia 
people, is in the soulhwestem 
part of (he slate. 


Slalger said the twister hit 
a water lower, cutting off the 
town’s watar supply Ha said 
the tornado touched dowA In 
the northern part of the town, 
lifted and then touched down 
again 

The tornado damaged a 
low- Income housing area, an 
apartment complex and 10 
homes some of them trailers. 

"The whistle blew and we 
saw It coming," said Mrs 
Roger Riedlinger. the wife of 
Elgin's police chief. "It was 
right there. There was so Ill- 
lie lime that many people 


didn't havf time to take shel¬ 
ter." 

Mrs. Riedlinger said she 
"just made It to a.ihelter 
before the tornado hit." She 
said'the width of the twister 
could be measured by the 
one- to-lwo-block path of de¬ 
struction "from one side of 
town to the other side" 

She said about nine blocks 
of the town's north half suf¬ 
fered damage from (he tor¬ 
nado

By JOHN HENDBRSON through turnover and attii- 
llon, he said, but the Impact 
on the workers in the mill will 
be a matter of discussion wllh 
the International Wood 
workers of America local In 
the very near future.

PORT ALBERNI - Cal 
vert Knudsen, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of MacMillan 
Bloedel. can see Job security 
and stability In the Port Al¬ 
bernl operations of the com¬ 
pany In the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture. but little growth 

Knudsen visited the city re¬ 
cently at the Invitation of the 
Port Albernl and District 
Labor Council. He spoke to a 
group of some 18 union repre¬ 
sentatives from the five 
major unions with whom the 
company has contracts. 

He told the meeting Utat the 
Port Albernl operation was 
"In balance." with the supply 
of raw product balanced by 
the plant rapacity, and that 
while the company had major 
plans to upgrade (he opera¬ 
tions here, he could see little 
expectation of increasing the 
number of employees need¬ 
ed. currently running at some

In fart the rebuilding of (he 
company's lumber mill. Al¬ 
bernl Pacific Division, over 
the next three years, at a cost 
of .some $4S to $k0 million, 
would likely Involve a net loss 
of Jobs.

UN stresses risks 


Pest-killers 
^not helping' 
world's poor 


The world's rural poor are 
powerless against the inter¬ 
ests of corporations which 
produce pesticides, the 
Nairobi-based United Na 
lions Environment Liaison 
Centre says. 

Contrary lo popular opin¬ 
ion.. agricultural chemicals, 
fungicides and other toxic- 
I'ompouiids do not result in 
greater food production fur 
the rural poor, the centre 
says in a special report pre¬ 
pared for Ihe UN's eviron 
menl program, tilled The 
Stale of Ihe World Environ¬ 
ment lt7S. 

The excessive use of pesti¬ 
cides "can actually result in 
more severe p*sl outbreaks" 
and can be hazardous to 
human health, the centre 
' says. 

In developing countries 
particularly. It says, safe¬ 
guards against Ihe improper 
use of pesticides are "entire- 
ly inadequate." 

In Uuatamala. for exam 
pie. l.alP ca-ses of'pesticide 
poisoning were reported last 
jear b> the governmeoL. 


which said there were ns 
deaths. 

But independent re¬ 
searchers In the country dis¬ 
covered "annually hundreds 
of documented cases of 
death", chiefly because of Ihe 
liberal use of phosphorus- 
based chemicals aerially 
sprayed on cotton crops. 

The report concludes y^l 
"the peasantry is ouidnib 
bled To Ihe government, 
expenditure on pesticides 
holds the promise of greater 
returns for foreign exchange, 
and lo the foreign corpora 
lions who promote bothjheir 
use and sale, pesticides ntean 
profit. 

"Against These financial m- 
leresls. Ihe rural poor are 
powerless." it says. 

The report concludes with 
a "final twisi" to The Uuala 
malan story. 

In recent years, shipments 
of beef from Guatamala have 
been turned bark by Ihe Unit 
ed Stales, one of Ihe world's 
major pesticide suppliers, 
because Ihe meal was coma 
ininated with pesticides.

Weed-killing chemicals 
should be used more aggres 
sively in B.C.. a research re¬ 
port of Ihe provincial .select 
standing committee on agri¬ 
culture says. 

The report stresses the Im 
porlance of weed-killing 
chemicals in crop production, 
and blames environmental 
activists and the news media 
for clouding the issue of her¬ 
bicides and weed control 

The report. Heed Control in 
British Columbia, says weed¬ 
killing chemicals can reduce 
high labor costs 

Phenoxy herbicides, such 
as 2.4-D or 2,4.1-T, when used 
at recommended doses, do 
not cause any measurable in, 
crease in the rate of birth 
defects among humans or do- 
mealic animals, Ihe report 
saya. 

-Shoct-lerm effects of weed 
killing chemicals are tested 
thoroughly before commer¬ 
cial distribution, it says, "but 
little research has been un¬ 
dertaken into the long-range 
effects of such chemicals." 

The report says govern 
menis have overrearted to 
concerns expressed by en- 
vironmentaliits.. 

Published.in May. the re¬ 
port says herbicides, used for 
weed control, should not be 
confused with insecticides, 
used lo control Insects. Both 
herbicides and insecticides, it 
saya. are classed under the 
general heading of pesti¬ 
cides 

The report deala moslQ 
with chemical weed control 
on agricultural land. It also 
discusses wMd control along 
power line and railway 
nghb-of-way and on cnvwn 
owned forest land

Mayor Jack Volrich said 
ships in port won't receive 
the protection of the city's 
fireboat. which costs 6700.000 
a year to operate becau.se the 
NHB failed to come to terms 
by July I. 

The NHB said in a state¬ 
ment that since 1965 it has 
been paying grants to munici¬ 
palities containing NHB 
property. It said this more 
than compensated for the 
gradual withdrawal between 
1966 and 1969 of the contribu-' 
tinn to the operaimg costs of 
the Vancouver fireboat.

The federal government 
announced last month that 
despite provincial opposition. 

Loto Canada would become 
permanent. 

Foundation spokesmen say 
the provinces were willing to 
allow 1.040 Canada tickets to 
be distributed through the 
provincial kittery ticket sales 
network when it was being 
used on a short-term basis to 
pay off the Olympic debt 

But the provinces want to 
discontinue the arrangement 
now because of competition 
between the provincial and 
federal lotteri^. 

Mrs. .McCarthy, minister 
responsible for lotteries, said 
the foundation made its own 
decision on the matter for 
financial, not political, rea¬ 
sons. 

She said the B C. branch of 
the foundation decided that 
Loto Canada should no longer 
be allowedto piggy back on 
We.stem Canada's dlslribu- 
liun network , 

■ Mrs. McCarthy said she 
was not sure the timing of 
the decision was correct be¬ 
cause she hoped the federal 
government would change its 
mind and pull out gf the Iqt 
tery business next year as it 
originally promised. 

John Howell, a partner in

Upper Sooke potholes could be public park 



Now privately owned, this scenic waterway has *potential of Englishman River*

It't never really quiet 
alongside the riter 

In the winter months, 
there's a continuous roar 
down through the canyons 
a.s the river huris rocks and 
logs around, sometimes 
catching rocks in whirlpools 
to carry on the scouring that 
gave the sIreU'h its nama— 
.Sooke Rhei Potholes 

During tha summer, when 
the river U kiw, Che rear of 
the walerfaUa is muted. The 
visitor heads for the wide 
pools between the canyons, 
for .swimming and sunning on 
smooth rocks. 

The public already owns a 
stretch of land alongside pot¬ 
holes on Sooke River, and this 
six-acre park Is jam-backed 
every sunny weekend. 

But it's quieter further up 
the liver. Here trippers are 
deterred by private signs, 
and the prospect of a long, 
hot hike up gravel roads to 
the upper pools. 

For those who do take the 
hike or who scramble up 
through the heated canyons, 
the rewards lie in the com¬ 
parative solitude. impressive 
waterfalls, deeper potholes, 
and more swimming holes. 

Here the harebells and 
ferns grow tenuously from 
every crack in the rock face, 
and deer trails thread 
through set'und-growlh tim 
her. 

The sun goes off the river 
early at the park, shaded as It 
is by high hills on cither side, 
but higher up toward the wa¬ 
tershed the sun stays on the 
wide pools as the countryside 
opens out a little. .And the 


quiet swimmer, eyes in 
water, can watch trout al 
most motionless below . 

This, al present, is^rivalc 
property, but owner John 
Barnes says he is ready to 
sell the lU acres or so that 
he owns to the province pro¬ 
vided he will be allowed to 
remain there 


The long, narrow strip, 
bought by Barnes Ji years 
ago. includes about two-miles 
of riverfront and what he 
calls "the best of the put 
holes." 

Talks have gone on at in¬ 
tervals with the provincial 
government, but to date 
Barnes has not been satisfied 


that proposed agreements 
would give him the kind of 
life he wants 

It has always been'his 
dream to live out his life 
beside the river, although he 
firmly believes that the land 
should ultimately be in the 
public domain. However. 
Barnes insists that whatever 


agreement is reached for a 
park should allow him to re¬ 
tain the quaiity of life he now 
enjoys. 

Sooke regional director 
Charles Perkins is enthusias¬ 
tic at the idea of adding the 
potholes to the provincial 
park. 

He would like to see the top 


area opened for camping. 

“This could be a park of 
the calibre of Englishman 
River Falls—and it would 
fast become as popular." 
Perkins says. 

In the summer there would 
be fishing and swimming, as 
well as long walks on the 
higher reaches. 


"But I think the best of this 
river is in the winter." said 
Perkins. "That’s when the 
river roars down and every¬ 
thing changes from one day 
to tte next." 

Perkins, a retired lawyer, 
has been asked to try to draw 
up an agreement that would 
satsify Barnes so that nego¬ 


tiations with the provincial 
government can be reopened. 

Meanwhile, the six-acre 
park will have to bis enough 
for the public, although 
Barnes will probably con¬ 
tinue to turn a blind eye 
when he sees hikers wander 
ing along the road

Forest jobs stability predicted for Port

PORT ALBERNI - Cal¬ 
vert Knudsen, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of MacMillan 
Bloedel. can see Job security 
and stability in tha Port Al- 
beroi operations of the com¬ 
pany In the foreseeable fu 
tore, but little growth. 

Knud.sen visited the city re¬ 
cently as the Invitation of the 
Port Alberal and District 
tabor Council He spoke to a 


- group of some 18 union repre¬ 
sentatives from the five 
major unions with whom the 
company has contractS- 

He told the meeting that the 
Port AlbernI operation was 
"in balance." with the supply 
of raw product balanced by 
the plant capacity, and that 
while the company had major 
plans to upgrade the opera¬ 
tions here, -he could see little 
expectation of increasing the 
number of employees need 


ed. currently running at some 

y.sM. 

In fact the rebuilding of tbe 
company's lumber mill. Al- 
berni Pacific Division, over 
the next three years, al a cost 
of some $4S to 850 million, 
would likely involve a net loss 
of jobs. 

This, loss of jobs would be 
soften^ at much as posalNe 
through turnover aim attrl- 
tioit. he said, but the impact 
on the workers In the mill will 
be a matter of dlsrusslnn with 


the International Wood¬ 
workers of America local in 
the very near future. 

Once the new mill is con¬ 
structed, he said, it should be 
able to cut lumber for “any 
market In tbe world." 

"MacMillan Bloedel bas no 
monopoly, no dominant posi¬ 
tion. in any tine that we 
produce here. We are very 
competitive with the U.S.. 
.Scai^inavia and Japan, and 
must stay that way," he told 
the meeting 


As well as tbe APD replace¬ 
ment, the company plana to 
modernize the plywomi plant 
here, at a cost of 118 to 128 
million: continue to modern¬ 
ize the pulp mill; continue to 
create the dry land sort qp- 
erationti and the roajl-build- 
ing program, and altogether 
in the next five years, spend 
about $108 million on com 
pany operations out of Port 
AWerni. 

'These plans will produce 
some specific short-term eco 


nomic benefit for the com¬ 
munity, and should supply 
the stability we are seeking 
here,” he said. 

He had heard some sur¬ 
prising statements to the ef¬ 
fect that Port AlbernI was 
"going down the tube,” be 
said, but as far as the com¬ 
pany w>as concerned, the city 
was the base for a very sub¬ 
stantial logging and forest 
centre in which there was no 
immediate threat to any

Beer talks fail 
to reach head 


There was no movement of significance Tuesday 
in the dispute that has tied op the B.C. brewery 
industry for almost a month 

Ufficials of the Canadian Breweo' Workers Union 
said they had expected to hear from company repre¬ 
sentatives during the day about the possibility of 
resuming talks this week, but nothing had material 
ized by day's end 

.A strike by the union at Carling O'Keefe In 
Vancouver May 26 was followed by an industry lockout 
of 1.200 brewery workers June 8 at Labatt's in Victoria 
and New Westminisler. Molson's in Vancouver and Co¬ 
lumbia Brewery at Creston. 

The last offer of the companies was rejected last 
week. 

In addition to the brewery workers, 200 distribu¬ 
tion employees and as many as 2.000 hotel and pub 
workers in the province have been idled by the dispute. 

With Canadian beer running out, the increase on 
htcal shelves of American beer has caused concern 
among some union officials, who think a change in 
drinking habits might reduce the number of B.C 
brewery job* in the future. Other union personnel,

loria's own ACNA parish. St. 
Athanasius, where he cele- 
(iraled confirmation Sunday. 

Murse. whose home is In 
fiakland. Calif., was blunt 
about what he feels is the 
problem with both the Angll- 
t-an Church In Canada and 
the Episcopal Church in the 
United States. 

He said the bishops and 
priests of the liberal church 
have lost contact with reality. 

•'The Anglican Church Is 
the third-largest in Christen¬ 
dom. but h is dying rapidly. 
What has happem-d is that 
the spirit of the age—toward 
trendiness without thought of 
morality—has taken over the 
church." he said 

"6od doesn't change, mo¬ 
rality doesn't change, human 
nature doesn't change, and 
neither should religion 
change." he said. 

While admitting that Ihe 
vast majority of Anglicans 
are still with the ‘eslablisb 
men!' church. Morse said

ordaining priestesses, there 
would be one woman priest 
for every baptised member of 
the church by 2MH. 

He added that in England, 
the Anglican Church Is clos 
ing one church every nine 
days.

FOR ^GROSS DISCOURTESY^ 


The city of Victoria Is determined to crack 
down on persons parking moving vans, 
trucks and other commercial vehicles on 
city streets In residential areas 
To pul aa end to "this groan discourtesy" 
III neighbors, city council's traffic commit¬ 
tee recommended Tuesday that commercial 
vehicles over one tun be prohibited from 
parking on city streets in residential areas 
between • p.m. and 7 a.m. 

Committee chairman Aid. William 
McKIroy originally suggested that such ve- 
hlclen shouldn't be allowed to park on city 
streets at all unless “parked in conjunction 
with performing a service for a resident." 


But some of his colleagues said they 
wouldn't support such a blanket parking 
ban. Mayor Michael Young said an over 
night parking ban would achieve the same 
results 

He said parking commercial vehicles such 
as moving vans, big trucks, tree mulchcrs 
and other industrial equipment, was a gross 
discourtesy to the nei^bors 

"My office has received a lot of com 
plaints about this practice.” he said. 

The committee instructed city solicitor 
Jakob de ViUlers to prepare the necessary 
amendment to the city's streets and traffic 
bylaw 


facilities and for improving

The report found that of 322 
parking spares available in 
the Village proper, only IIH 
are actually available for 
customers of the 53 busi¬

This “is most unsatisfac 
lory," the report said, but it 
did not make any recommen 
datlons on how to cut down 
the number of staff vehicles 
coming into the Village area.
